THE COST FROM A DIFFERENT VIEW-POINT, 

There are those who entertain the notion that it is quite 
expensive to be a Catholic, principally because of the double 
cost of education. As a matter of fact, Catholics in our 
cities (and three-fourths of all Catholics live in our cities) 
pay less for education than they would pay if all their chil- 
dren attended public schools. In many of our cities, one- 
third of the whole school enrollment is Catholic in attend- 
ance at parish school, and while the Catholic people already 
‘shoulderetl the cost of purchasing the property and of erect- 
ing their schools the cost of maintenance is so far below that 
of the public schools, that this first cost is easily overcome 
If, for instance, a large city has 160,000 children in the 
schools, 50,000 of whom are in parochial schools, it must be 
remembered that if these were transferred, the same Catho- 
lics would be forced to pay one-third of the price of erecting 
fifty more large schoo! buildings, each capable of accommo- 
dating 1,000 children. Since public school buildings cost 
much more than parochial, one-third of the cost would 
amount to more than one-half the cost of the buildings they 


‘had themselves built. 


It may be answered that the Catholic group is poorer 
than other groups and that, therefore, they do not pay one- 
third of the*taxes. The fact is that the poor people pay 
heavy taxes. Those who own the houses in which the poor 
live assess practically all the taxes on the tenants in the 
form of rent. This is the principal reason why house-rent 
is so high. 

But if the children in the parochial schools were trans- 
ferred to the public schools the maintenance cost would be 
increased about nine fold. Doctor Frank M. Phillips, Chief 
of the division of statistics of the United States Bureau of 
Education, said in Cincinnati on October 25, 1927, that the 
average cost of educating a child in the public schools is 
$100.00 a year; that in some places the cost runs as high as 
$175.00 a year. If 2,000,000 children now in parish schools 
were transferred to the public schools it would cost $200.-. 
000,000 to educate them, and Catholics would be paying 
one-third of this bill, or far more than it costs them to con- 
duct all the parochial schools in the United States. It is 
true that Catholics are now paying close to one-third of the 
$2,000,000,000 schoo! maintenance bill of the United States, 
besides maintaining their own, but they would be paying 
one-third of $2,200,000,000, if they gave up their own. They 
save the other two-thirds of the money, but their parish 
school system saves them money as well. 

It is true that Catholics are called on to support many 
works outside their Church, which are really a duplication 
of what the parish or a Catholic organization offers them, 
but the Church is not responsible for that. They are simply 
imposed on, and seem to encourage the imposition. 

Catholics as a group may be poorer than some Protes- 
tant groups, but they are not poorer than the non-Catholics 
generally; in fact, a larger percentage of them own homes, 
and they seem to have more money to spend on amusements 
and sports than have their separated brethren.

MOTHER LOVE. 


This, children, is a true story, and 
it has a lesson for you. A certain 
good lady went up in the attic of her 
home one spring morning to open the 
attic windows and air the room. The 
windows were opened only a little way 
and she had no concern during the 
summer months. 

When the fall weather became rath- 
er chill, the good lady went up to the 
attic and closed the windows. 

Some weeks later she went to the 
attic again to get the winter blankets, 
and she saw a bird clinging to the 
outside of the window. When she 
opened the window again the poor 
mcther bird did not move. She was 
dead. She had a dried worm in her 
mouth. The lady took the poor bird 
and buried it. When she looked 
about the attic she found a nest and 
four little birds dried and withered in 
death. 

« See how the mother-bird worked and 

died for her little ones. Isn't that a 
beautiful lesson for us? Our own 
mothers would do the same thing to 
get food for us, not only for our bod- 
ies but for our souls as well. There 
was the poor little mother-bird dead 
on the window-sill, with a worm in 
its mouth. 

She could have gone on and saved 
her own life, but she could not leave 
her little birdies. It is just like a good 
mother would do for her children, 
and just like the Mother Church does 
for her children.

SOMETHING ABOUT 
, LITURGY. 


You have no doubt often heard the 
inspiring words of Pope Pius X, “re- 
new all things in Christ.” And that 
Saintly Pope, during the short years 
of His Pontificate did all in his power 
to restore the ancient spirit and beau- 
ty of the Liturgy of the Early Church, 
He claimed that active participation 
in the Church’s Liturgy would trans- 
form society, by spreading the Spirit 
of Christ throughout the world. 

According to the Sacred Scriptures 
the early Christians “were persevering 
in the doctrine of the Apostles and in 
the communication of the breaking of 
bread and in prayers.” (Acts ii-42) 
They prayed together in the Church as 
one big family. Each was a living 
member, having one faith, one sacri- 
fice and one prayer, alike in all, 

There were no doubt some private 
devotions and yet these were second- 
ary to the prescribed prayers and 
ceremonies of the Church. Even in 
this day, there is no prayer invented 
by pious souls that can compare in 
eficacy with the approved prayers of 
the Sacred Liturgy of the Church. 

This worship consists especially in 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, the Di- 
vine Office said by the Priests and 
those under vows, the Sacraments and 
the Sacramentals. Hence, whenever 
present during any of these Liturgical 
ceremonies we should join-our hearts 
and souls as intimately as possible 
with the Bishop or Priest who is ad- 
ministering.

Many of our younger people would 
do well to read the lives of these 
Saints and examine the spirit of the 
Religious Orders to see if they would 
wish to follow the Master according 
to one of these Orders approved by 
the Church. Great work awaits the 
generous souls, and great rewards 
await the young men who would em- 
brace the life of the sons of St. Ig- 
natius, or of St. Alphonsus or of St. 
Francis.
